Nov. 20. 

It is reported that the Axis Powers have 
‘opened a second diplomatic offensive aimed 
‘at sceuring a bloc of nations at least friendly 
to themselves stretching from Spain to Japan 
through Russia. ‘The first offensive which 
‘opened with the signature of the Tripartite 
Pact, ineluding Japan in a military alliance 
with Germany and aly failed insofar as 
the attempt to secure Spain's entry into the 
war met with no success, either when Sener 
Suner visited Berlin, or when Hitler went 
fon his tour through France. Tt has not 
transpired why Spain was reluctant to come 
out into the gpen and militarily join the Axis 
Powers, though the state of the country and 
its vulnerability to the blockade, taken in 
conjunction with the assistance whieh Britain 
‘ean give and is giving in the task of rehabi- 
tating the country after the devastation of 
the civil war might in themselves prove 
adequate reasons for refusal, at any rate at 
the moment, to become involved in the 





European war. 
‘The second offensive has opened 
with conferences between Ribbentrop, 


Ciano and Senor Suner at Berchtesgaden 
the results of which are not known, 
though the report that Germany, and 
Tlaly are secking to bring about a rappro- 
chement between Spain and Russia 
deserves some credence, improbable though 
it would ordinarily seem that Spain would 
make friends and enter into even closer 
honds with Soviet Russia the enemy of the 
Nationalists and the Chureh in Spain through- 
‘out the length of the Civil War. But the 
present war has shown that countries which 
& few months ago were deadly enemies have 
‘singe become strange bedfellows, chiefly be~ 
cause the prospect of the hoped for spolia- 
tion of the British Empire might bring them 
immediate profits. ‘The possibility is that, 
following these talks, German and Ttalian 
representatives will meet those of Hungary, 
‘Yugoslavia and Rumania in the near-future, 
either for the purpose of merely aligning 
them with the Axis bloc, which in view of 
the present situation should not be difficult, 
‘or for the purpose of seeking to induce them 
to enter the war about which it may be 
expected they will show considerable coyness. 
Rumania may be said to be already in the’ 
German pocket, Bulgaria is very susceptible 
to German influence, while Yugoslavia, which 
might prefer to kecp out of the struggle, 
fanked as she is by both Italy, and Germany 
may find herself constrained to enter the 
bloc at least, and probably give passage to 
German troops which will have to be sent 
to the assistance of the Italians in Albania 
tunless they can make a much more impres- 
sive showing than they have up to the pre- 
sent. 

‘Secrecy is still maintained about the re~ 
sults of the visit of M. Molotov to Berlin. Tt 
is reported that it was designed for the pur- 
pose of endeavouring to persuade Russia to 
enter into more friendly relations with Japan 
‘on the one hand, and to secure greater as~ 
sistance from the Soviet than has up to 
the present been forthcoming, on the 
other. With reyard to the " Totter it 
hasbeen clear ever since the signing 
of the August agreement of last year 
that the assistance in material end food~ 
stuffs which Russia could give Germany 
would be disappointingly small.

Iain: he faced a situation which was the 
legacy of the administrations which had 
preceded his, of the shortsightedness of 
previous Cabinets over a couple of decades, 
and particularly during the last which led to 
complete failure to understand political 
trends in Europe, or to take the steps neces 
sary to be able to meet any emergency. Mr. 
Chamberlain, then, went to Hitler knowing 
not only the desire of Europe for peace, but 
flso of the complete unpreparedness of Great | 
Britain for war. The year he gained, and the 
{en months of comparative inaction against 
Britain after the outbreak of hostilities en- 
‘bled Britain to be in a position to withstand 
Germany's blows from the air, and fight them | 
‘off in a manner which would have been 
completely impossible had Hitler been bold 
enouih to have struck in 1938, 

Tt is argued that he delayed because he 
‘also wanted to increase his strength, but that 
will not detract from the excellent service 
which Mr. Chamberlain rendered the Empire 
and its allics by securing a breathing space | 
in which to gird their loins for a fray which 
‘was clearly inevitable. Viewed in that light 
the word “appeasement” loses all the re- 
proach which critics of the late Prime 
Minister sought to import into it, “Munich* 
becomes no longer a hissing and a byword 
in the mouths of those who did not, and 
could not possibly know the facts as Mr. 
Chamberlain and his Cabinet knew them. 
Instead they are a tribute to the soundness 
‘of the policy which Mr. Chamberlain ws 
following, for his desire for peace was 
reinforced by -knowledge that Britain was 
in no condition for war. In the light of 
all that has happened since the outbreak 
of wor, the thought of what might have 
happened to a completely defenceless 
Britain had Hitler struck in 1938 cannot but 
‘even now arouse a fecling of the greatest 
thankfulness that Mr, Chamberlain was able 
to weather that crisis. He stands now, 
absolutely vindicated os worthy of the great) 
‘confidence the people had in him until the 
betrayal, justified not only as a humanitarian 
but as a statesman of reality of vision, and a 
man who may prove to have rendered the 
Empire the biggest service any one man 
could in the whole of its history. When 
victory comes he will be found to be one of 
the greatest contributors towards it.

Hungary 
was already in the German pocket, as is 
Rumania and possibly Bulgaria, white Yugo~ 
slavia seems to be in no better case, and 
the entering of these nations into the ‘Axis, 
fat from being the huge success the enemy. 
would have it to be, represents the occur- 
rence of foregone conclusions. ‘That is amply 
borne out by Ribbentrop in his speech in 
which he declared “We are most xatisfied that 
Hungary, which has long been our friend, 
has joined us.” There is the whole situation 
in a nutshell: Hungary has merely re- 
gularized a situation which has been known 
all along to exist. 

Immediately upon the signing of the pact 
well informed political quarters indicated that 
three other countries jn the near future would 
follow suit. If they do so, it will cause not 
the slightest surprise, for Great Britain, for 
soine time past, has given up all hope of ever 
aligning the Balkan States aninst Germany, 
in preeisely the sime manner as Mussolini 
jong ago saw the passing of Italian influence 
in the same area. ‘That German influence in 
the Balkans has been enhanced at the ex~ 
pense of Haly and Russia has become a very 
patent faet indeed, and with the possible 
passage of Bulgaria under German dominance 
the Soviet influence itr the Balkans will have 
been reduced to a nuility. What Hitler has 
conceded to M. Stalin in’ exchange for this 
must at any rate for the time being remain 
a profound secret, but that M. Statin has 
fuired something worth while must be 
taken for granted. He has not yet made any 
concession to Hitler for which the latter 
has not had to pay well, and the present ease 
shows no evidence of it being an exception 
to the general rule. 

It is to be expected that when Hitler has 
enticed “all the little fishes in” he will frst 
embark upon another of his peace offensives. 
‘That may be assumed despite averments that 
peace is now the last thing he desires, and 
that the first is the subjugation of Britain.

will not work. There is nothing happening 
in his diplomatic campaign which could not 
have been anticipated months ago; there is 
certainly nothing surprising in’ what has 
happened, and any future developments along, 
the same line have been discounted in 
vance.

tremble, or the German people, who must 
read and hope that there is a tittle of truth 
to eupport the threats? After some months 
of the severest bombing, it is no news to the 
British people that they must expect terrifie 
damage to thelr cities. Long before the 
German censors reached the stage when it 
was obsolete to declare that only a cow or 
40 had been killed in the latest British visita~ 
tion, the Ministry of Information in London 
was’ releasing the most striking pictures of 
the havoc being wrought by German bombs 
in that city. ‘There has been no attempt to 
disguise the fact that when a high explosive 
bomb lands on a building it damages the 
building, and that when an incendiary bomb 
falls, there is a danger of fire in the vicinity. 
‘This journal has published—and ineidentaliy 
has been eritielzed for so doing—many pic~ 
tures showing the destruction ceused by 
German bombers—over Britain. ‘The British 
admit that their homes and business houses 
have been sadly upset, but they do not agree 
that this is any reason why they should 
baneon the ideals upon which the greatest

Reliable eye-witnesses are quoted by the

Farmers Make Tro 
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Farmers Object to 
Paper Hunters

Fortunately, howeve 
proved {0 be of {00 serious 
and after an exelting morning, when 
Tempers of the country folk’ flared 
dangerously, everything concluded 
satistactori 

‘The only person to be injured was 











1a riding boy employed by the club 


to distribute paper with the "Fox." 
His misfortune In being the nearest 
to the crowd of angry farmers re- 
sulted in his being boaien with stil 
and. poles. “His injuries might have 
‘been ‘serious had it not been for the 
timely intervention ‘of two Ta Ta0 
[policemen who were on the scene. 

"This ineident was oventually seitled 
on the arrival of Mr. J. H. Liddell 
Jat the Anish, when an agreement was 
Feacked fier several minutes. of 
argument. The riding-boy's injuries, 
it was Iaier ascertained, were not of 
very serious nature. 

Early in the chase the hunt mot 
with another erowd of farmers who 
locked the passage leading to a point 
called "Christmas Wade.” The farn 
fers took up a threatening attitude and 
were armed with sticks, stones. and 
poles. ‘The hunt was forced to make 
A detour after the efforts of two pro 
minent Chinese members of the club 
failed to induee the farmers to let 
them through. 

Ride Through Farm

CLIFFS OF ENGLAND STAND

From the summit of this steep English 
upland 1 see only a white fleet of clouds 
drifting on its course, resplendent and serene. 
‘The ocean below is ‘still, a dark floor tilted 
against the bright vault.’

And when Napoleon's army was over the 
way, ready to ¢ross and march on London, 
from here another ship was watched, the 
Victory, fading west and south on her’ way 
to Trafalgar.
